A runaway freight car loaded with 
cinders, dashed down the .side-track 
into the yards of the Cyclone plant in 
North Chicago Monday morning and 
caused damage which will amount to 
thousands of dollars to machinery and 
the building. 

Dozens of men narrowly escaped with 
their lives, several of .them 
injuries in the smash-up. 

Wm. Atkinson had two ribs fractur- 
ed and Mike Smoicz sustained injuries 
to his hand. Others saved themselves 
by jumping. 

Teamsters were at work unloading 
cinders for the city from the Cyclone 
switch track at an early hdur when the 
warning toots of a big traffic engine on 
theB. J. &E. attracted their atten- 
tion. ' 

A car of cinders which the train crew 
had left at th.e top of the hill was bear- 
ing down upon them and it was fiy the 
closest margin that the men escaped 
death or at least serious injury, 

A valuable piece of machinerj* that 
was being unloaded for the new plant 
was smashed into a- worthless piece of 
scrap iron, the men jumping just in 
the nick of time to save themselves. 
. Al'^JP was, torn in.,the-wall of the 
east building and one of the. big window 
frames demolished. It is said that the 
damage wrought will set the company 
back for quite a while in getting into 
the building. 

The injured men were cared for by 
local Rectors, the physician for the E. 
J. & B. arriving some time later. The 
J. officials were also on the s<iene get- 
ting estimates of the damage and look- 
ing after the Injured men. 

Although the damage amounts to 
tiiousands of dollars the fact that no 
lives were lost makes the wreck a very 
fortunate one. Several' teams and a 
number of men being Id such close 
proximity to the wreck at the time, 
had they not had some warning of the

Clyde Sdnborn Sucumbs After Illness 
Only a few Days

His 
condition appeared to remain about the 
same from that time on, and no alarm 
was felt when he went to sleep in his 
choir Wednesday morning, but from 
that sleep ho never awakened and near 
the hour of two he passed away, be- 
fore it was scarcely realized that he 
was dangerously ill.

The cavity 
where the eiyeball should have been 
was filled with liquid and showed no 
aign of an eye being formed there. 

The child sustained the operation and 
is growing stronger every day. The 
Incident is one of the rare cases in med- 
ical practice. The physician is certain 
the child will live as It is aa perfect m 
any babe in every way except that it

ANTI-LIQUOR BILL PASSED 

After Long Debate Senators Adopt 
Proposed Law to Prohibit Rum * 
Shipments. 

"Washington, Feb. 12.— After an all 
day debate the senate passed what is 
known as the Webb bill Monday, that 
prohibits the shipment of liquor from 
any other state Into'a "dry" state, or, 
OS expressed In the bill, "when inten* 
ed to be received or sold In violation 
of the law of the state to which tho 
shipment la made." 

This bill already haa passed tho 
house. Tho debate In the senate was 
over a senate measure almost Identi- 
cal in termsl but which . contained 
a proviso that Intoxicating liquors 
should become subject to state laws 
upon crossing the border. Tho house 
bill, which absolutely prohibits, the 
article from - Interstate commerce 
when destined to a "dry" state, waa 
Bubstltuted late In the day and agreed 
to without a roll call.

The commissioner took action as 
soon as he had confirmed from the 
district attorney's otilce the authen- 
ticity of Walsh's confession. No ac- 
tion against the Inspector had been 
taken. 

A deputy police commissioner Is 
Implicated by Walsh's confession and 
hla connection with the charges waa 
the BUbject during the day of Inveatl- 
gatlon both by Police Commisaloner 
Waldo and District Attorney Whit- 
man. Commissioner Waldo sum- 
moned the offlclal to his ofllce, with 
two members of the atnll of the ac- 
cused Inspector. 

Walsh will tell his story to the grand 
Jury. Soon thereafter numerous In- 
dictments are expected. 

Walsh's confession waa made on hla 
sick bed. It w*aa forced In part by 
charges made by Policeman Eugene 
Fox, who pleaded guilty, to graft col- 
lections on February 3. rjid turned up- 
on Walsh as the man next above him.

the committee, wero compelled to 
abandon a victory which was In their 
grasp through the danger that the 
long-sought witness might die under 
the pressiiro of cross examlno- 
ti6n. 

But twelve minutes elapaed. Mr. 
Untcrmyer had been able to ask but a 
single question germane to tho invea-, 
ligation when tho witness was at- 
tacked by a violent fit" of coughing. 
His wholo framo trembled; ho became 
absolutely speechless. The blood 
rushed to his face, which turned pur- 
ple and crimson. To all who looked 
on it seemed evident that a crisis waa 
at hand. Doctor Chappell hastily ad- 
ministered an opiate, under which Mr. 
Rockefeller partially revived, but be- 
fore tho examination -could be re- 
sumed the doctor interposed: 

"I strongly urge you not to pro- 
ceed," be said, "aa in doing so you are 
endangering his Ufo at tho present 
moment" 

In the examination Mr. Rockefeller 
said, In answer to Mr. Untermyer's 
question, that his residence was 689 
Fifth avenue, New York. That he had 
never played a gaino of^golf in his, 
life. Remembered the organization 
of the. Amalgamated Copper company 
in 1898. It was at this point that Mr. 
Rockefeller collapsed.

. Tho most daring feat of tho war 
was performed by'Captaln Maraltmls, 
a Greek army aviator, who flew over 
the straits of the Dardanelles In a 
hydroplane and dropped throe bombs 
into the arsenal at Maldcs, near tho 
southern point of the Galllpoll penin- 
sula. 

According to a dispatch from Con- 
atantlnoplo the residents- of Galllpoll 
are fleeing panic-stricken before the 
advance of the Bulgarian troops. This 
dispatch states that hundreds of refu- 
gees were drowned when tho over- 
crowded transports on which they 
were fleeing wero overtumied.

All 
England la mourning today. Nay, from 
tho shoals of mosaagos arriving at tho 
Royal Geographical . society's pfflpes, 
-the whole world Is mourning with Eng. 
land In the calamity which has bo. 
fallen hor sons. From tho king down, 
■evpi^vono feels It a personal loss. 

The tragic nows reached London 
•early Monday, but was not mado pub-

lie for some hours. Then tho prelimi- 
nary bulletin was Issued by the agency 
which bought the rights to Captain 
Scott's narr^.tlve, warning tho publlo 
that something was wrong. It read: 

"Serious calamity bos overtaken 
Scott antarctic expedition. Its nature 
and extent are not yet known, but It 
la stated to bo of grave character.** 
Sad Story Is Told. 
Somo half an hour later tho fact 
that Scott and tho entire party accom- 
panying him on the final dash had per- 
ished during a blizzard came through, 
to be followed later by a Central News 
dispatch reading: 

"Chrlfitchurch, Now Zealand, Mon- 
day. — Captain Scott readied the south • 
pole on Jonuary, 18 of last year and 
there found Norwegian tents and rec- 
ords. On their return (word hero Is 
undecipherable) the southern party 
perished. Scott, Wilson and Bowers 
died from exposure and want during & 
blizzard about March 29, when eleven 
miles from One Ton Depot, in latitude 
79% degrees south, or 1B5 miles from 
tho base nt Cape Evana. Oatea died 
from exposure on March 17. Seaman 
Edgar Evans died from concussion of 
the brain on February 17. Tho health 
through the death of those gallant ex- 
pedition Is excellent.

Mrs. Scott on Ocean. 
The warm sympathy of tho whola 
world will go out to Mrs. Scott in her 
terrible bereavement She left Eng- 
land last month for New Zealand, and 
tho henrt-breaklng news of tho calami- 
ty awaits her thero. Her little boy 
Peter, just growing up to years of un- 
derstanding, and who Is described as 
tho imago of his father,. Is staying 
with 'Captain Scott's aged mother at 
Henly-on-Thames. Mrs. Scott* left 
England In good spirits and confldenco. 
-Party Consists of 62 Persons. 
London, England, Feb.' 11.— The 
Terra Nova sailed June 4, 1910, for 
New .Zealand and the south pole. It 
woB Joined by Capt R9bort'F. Scott: 
a few^ days later at Cardiff. Tho er. 
■pedltlon consisted of twenty-eight of- 
ficers and scientists, in addition to a 
crew of twenty-three picked men- 
from tho .British royal navy. Re- 
ports wero current at the time the 
Terra Nova sailed for tho antarctic, 
December 14; 1012, to bring back the 
Scott party, that some of the members 
of the relief expedition had expressed 
grave doubts, as to whether Captain 
Scott - and hls^ fellow explorers would 
ever return. No reason was given for 
these doubts, but they wer** freely 
bruited abroad. 

;. Last Word From Explorer. 
The. last direct word received from' 
Captain Scott. himself was bro^ghtby 
the commander of tho Terra Nova 
.from the southern Ico regions when 
she returned ito Akarsa," New Zealand, 
March 31, last year. The brief mes- 
sage was In Captain Scott's own hand- 
writing and said: 

;*'I rim remaining In the nntarctlo 
(or an,bther winter ;iA. order to .con* 
tlnue and complete my work.'*

Madero'a family, took retnge In the 
Japaneao legation; and the president 
Is making a fight, desperate In Its ef- 
forts, against what appears to be enor^ 
moua odds for retention of his power. 
General Diaz, who Is the nephew of 
tho deposed president Porflrlo Dlax, 
is now at the head of a majority of 
tho capital troops, Including most of 
tho artillery, and Is In possesalon of 
tho arsenal In tho city and the pow- 
der works nearby. 

Madero Is relying on tho loyalty of 
General Blanquet "Who has been sum- 
moned from Toluca, forty miles dis- 
tant, but Blanquet has only a thou* 
Band men under his command, and the 
rebels are confident of defeating blm 
should he refuse to Join the revolt 
Fight Before Palace.. 
The day was marked by four aopa- 
rate engagements, the moat sanguin- 
ary of which look place In front of 
the national palace.

portant was that which terminated In 
the formal surrender of the troops in 
the artillery barracks. 

It Is believed that not less fthan 
two hundred persons wero killed In 
the Oghtlng. Among the number was 
Gen. Bernardo Itoyes. ex-secretary of 
war, :and a strong adherent of Por- 
Drlo Diaz. 

Tho .mutloua, troops were led by 
students of the military school at 
Tlalpam, a suburb'. They marched to 
the prison to which General Diaz had 
been tranafefrpd for safekeeping and 
released him; General Reyes was alao 
freed from Santiago military prison, 
there being no. realstance in either 
quarter. 

Td the army of th<S routineers quick-, 
ly came portions of the First cavalry, 
Twenty-fourth cavalry and Twentieth 
Infantry. Gen. Manuel Mbndragon, re- 
tired; was in command, but gave way 
to Generals Diaz and Reyes. 

Many Slain by Loyal Troops. 
Tho first encounter with loyal troops 
occurred In front of the' national pal- 
ace. 

Many fell In this engagement and 
among the scorea of bodies which 
strewed tho^ streets wero those of 
minor oHlcers, women and boys of the 
lower classes and members of the 
great crowd of spectators which had 
gathered- at the firing of the first 
shot 

Gen. Lauro VlUar, post commander 
of the capital, who remained loyal, 
was among those .aljghtly wounded. 
The mlnlater of war, Gen. Garcia 
Pena, also received a Bljght Injury. 

At tho first call to arms President 
Madero took command of a force of 
approximately one thousand, consist- 
ing of mounted police, Chopultepeo 
cadets and a small detachment of 
volunteers. Ho appeared at the head 
of this force a mllo from the national 
palace, riding a big gray horse. By 
his side rode General Huerta, hero of 
the campaign agalnat Ovozco, and on© 
of the army generals whom the public^ 
generally; had suspected, of *belng dls-' 
loyai.

The candle Bhadoa 
were of white and red hearts pasted 
on. The nut boxes wero In the form 
of hearts decorated with amall card- 
board Cuplda. The place cards are 
four inch hearts set In the comer of 
a gilded card. The favors are three 
Inch hearU of white with a small 
red heart In tho center. These 
hearts are " fastened to a gilded 
stock and finished with a bow of red 
ribbon or crepe paper. 

The centerpiece Is suspended from 
the chandelier and Is mado of three 
fourteen inch hearts tied together with 
red baby ribbon.

A small strip of paste- 
board Is pasted to the back of the 
card to form aa easel so the cards 
stand up.

Systomatto • cropping conservea 
land. ' . ^ 

4. Systematic cropping tends to 
the conservation of fertility. 

Conaervatlon of fertility mcana not 
only hoarding up fertility, but ualng It 
wlaely. The farmer. In arranging his 
crops in a system, follows deep rooted 
crops with shallow rooted. 
. Moreover, the fertility mado on 
the farm, auch aa manurea, both green 
and stock manure ^ and BUpplemontal 
plant food of the right kind, can bo- 
handled so that each section ot the 
farm has the required attention given 
to the maintenance of Its plant food 
and organic matter. 

5. Systematic cropping conservea la- 
bor. 

By a judlcloua planning of the kinda 
and quantities of crops to be grown,

As a grazer the breed Is 
also popular In tho raiddio weat The 
DurooJersoy breed has been devel- 
oped from an amalgamation of vari- 
ous rod breeds of hogs from Guinea, 
Portugal and Spain and also " such 
breeds aa^the- Berkshire, which was 
formerly more or leas red In color. 
The Intormedlato step was tho devel- 
opment of two breeds known as tho 
Jersey red and tho Duroc red. Sbmo 
of the characteristics of tho Duroo- 
Jorsey are: Straight or very allghtly 
dished nose, head small In proporUon 
to size of body, eara falling forward, 
wide back-good spring of ribs, body 
of unusual depth, short legs, rod color. 



Had 200,000 Population Six Ccnturlot 

Ago— Was Next to Venice In Com- 

merclal Importance— Deserted 

When Sea Cut Off Town. 



RrugcD, Bolglum^At tho beginning 
of tho fourteenth century Bruges was 
a city of 200,000 inhabitants. It was 
not only .tho most Important city In 
Flanders, but next to Venice tho 
grentoat trade center In tho worid. 
Its harbor was fllled with ships, and 
Its people wero enormoualy wealthy. 
Their homes wero flllod with every 
luxury. Their churches and public 
bulldlngp were beautiful, and the In- 
Bidea wero decorated with prccloup 
gems, beautiful windows and oxquislto 
carvings. 

Art flourished aa tho town grow 
richer, and It produced such painters 
as Van Eyck and Hans Memlinc. 

Thon camo an awful blight "upon 
tho city. The zlvijn, or chauenl, 
which connected Bruges with tho sea 
became clogged up with sand- and 
mud. At first It waa only the larg- 
ost ships that could not get past, but 
graduall/ tho sand becamoso high 
tliat IL formed a bank across tho 
ElvIJn and Bruges was cut off from 
tho sea. And with tho loss of trado 
tho town became deserted and fell 
into decay. The people that remain- 
od behind became so poor that alms- 
houses had to bo, stationed through- 
out tho city and it fell upon tho 
church to support them. Even to 
this day out of tho 55.000 Inhabitants 
It still reUins, 11,000 are paupers. ■ 

It Is a very sad old town and seems 
to bo In a dreamy alumber from 
which oven tho gayest sunshine cani 
not awaken It. Its brilliant glory has 
faded, but a .mellower beauty la left 
that Is still more, poetic and alluring. 
Tho boUry .alono seems to havo 
lived ^through the past, and It rises 
nigh In tho market place like an old 
mother watching her sleeping chil- 
dren. Tho belfry is -the heart and 
soul of Bruges." In olden days a 
watchman waa stationed hero always 
to signal the approach of enemies or 
tho breaking out of Are. 

In the square, below tho belfry 
market is held, and here everything 
can bo bought from a piano to a 
co^a^button. In the comer of the 
market place is the famous chapel of 
tho Holy Blood. In tho under part of 
the chapel aro a number of cold, damp 
ceils where tho people go to pray. 

In tho upper chapel, which is very 
gorgeously decoratetd. the relic of tho

Wl:»n aoUs aro provided with good 
drainage and sufllclent organic mat- 
terr, the crops grown on them will 
pay a Tery high return for the money 
spent In fertilizers which balance up 
tho fertility ot such soils aud meet 
tho needs of tho crops. 

Expert opinions based on experl* 
menta and Investigations of prominent 
experiment station directors and state 
secrotarlcB of agriculture, have been 
sought In order to determine tha ex- 
act benefits that accrue from the 
use of fertilizers. 

The following aro the cxpresHlons of 
others of these authorities on this sub- 
ject: 

North CaroUni. Department of Ag- 
riculture, B. W. Kllgore, director, re- 
ports as follows: 

"Where fertilizers are used In a 
way to suit the land and crop, and 
In BUfflclent quantity to add a greater 
amount of plant food In fertilizer, 
manure and soil-Improving crops than 
was removed by the ."crops, the land 
has been benefited. 

"The price of farm land In this 
state varies from |15 to $100 per 
acre; the average would be around 
J35. Ijind has very nearly. If not 
quite, doubled In price In the past ten 
years. 

"On an average, tho acre produc- 
tion of crops in this state has In- 
creased from 20 td RO per cent.^ln 20 
years. This has been due to better 
farm management, better seed, better 
preparation, and In quite large meaa- 
ure, to the Increased and better use 
of fertilizers." 

T. G. Hudson. commlBsIonrr of ag- 
riculture. Georgia, states: 

"The productiveness of Georgia's 
farms has greatly Increased In the 
ten years from 1900 to ' 1910. Ten 
years ago Georgia ranked eleventh 
among the states of the Union' In 
the value of agricultural products. 
Now she ranks as fourth. This in- 
crease la owing to better (arm man- 
agement, the uae of selected -seed and 
the judicious use of fertilizers."

riculture, Vermont, reports: 

"The land of this sxtte has Increased 
In value approximately ten per cent 
within the last ten years. The av- 
erage farm land has. also. Increased 
ten per cent. In value tand fertility. 
This Increase Is due to better- meth- 
ods of farm management, and the ju- 
dlcIouB' uae of fertilizers. I believe 
the fertility of the land Is benefited by 
using fertilizers Judiciously." 
" T. F.'Peck, commissioner of agrl- 



FERTIUITY GUIDES. 



The choice c^f ft»fertlllzer suited to 
the ncedB of tho farm Is a problem , 
of vital Interest to auccess. Hence, 
the farmer naturally looks for guide- 
posts which may dlrecl hini In the 
correct choice of this material. 

Apiong other facts which may come 
to the farmer's mind, tho following 
are a few of his guides In performing 
this Important duty: 

(1) Tho plant food needs of the hoII 
are Indicated by both tho quantity 
and quality of tho crop. Short and 
nne straw Indicates a lack ofnltrogen. 
Rank stalk growth and poor flUIng of 
kernels Indicates a lack of potash and 
phosphoric acid. Slowness to rfpen 
Indicates a lack of phoflphorlc add. 

(2) Each different class of crops. re- 
quires Ha distinct typo of fertilizer. 
Grain crops require a medium to 
small amount of nitrogen, a largo 
amount of phosphoric acid and a small 
amount of potash. Hay crops require 
a medium to large amount of nitrogen, 
fair amount of phaaphorlc aold and a 
medium amount of potash. Root crops, 
such aa potatoes, sugar beets, etc.. re- 
quire a fair supply of all Ihroo ele- 
ments, especially potash. 
■ (3) Different soils require auch type 
of fertilizers as will balance up their 
weaknessfcs. 

(4) Tho quantity of fertillzerH should 

be suinclont. 

Mr, Joe Wing says In the nreodcrs' 
Gazette of October 9, 1912: 

"In attempting to feed tho soil we 
lose sight of the Immense area of an 
acre. An acre contains 100 .squaro 
rods, or 43.560 square feet. To apply 
400 pounds of fertilizer to an' acre Is 
to apply two and one-half pounds to 
tho square rod. almoBt a rldlculoUB 
amount. To apply 1,000 pounds per 
acre' Is to apply a little more than six 
pounds to rod; little enough. Is It not? 
In Europe men know better than wo 
and there applications of 1.000 pounds 
per acre of basic slag or bonemeal or 
acid phosphate would be given, oven 
to pasture lands. Had we not better 
farm fewer acres and feed them well?" 

(5) The grade of fertilizers. There 
Is economy In using high grade fer- 
tilizers. Fertilizers of high grade car- 
ry * the largest amount of available 
plant food and tho smallest amount.of 
volume. They are, therefore, the most 
profitable form of rertlUzers to be 
used. 

(6) Fertilizers have experiment sta- 
tion endorsement. Tho judicious use 
of fertilizers has the endorsement of 
all of the foremost agricultural ex- 
periment stations. Eighteen years of 
oxperlmentatlcn with complete fertil- 
izers at the Ohio experiment station 
has shown a prollt of ayer OG per cent, 
on the money spent ^ fertilizers per 
acre per rotation.. 

Thirty years' experience with fertil- 
izers at the Pennsylvania experiment 
station showed a distinct and prolU- 
able Increase In the yield of com. 
wheal. Qats and hay where a sufTlcIent 
amount 'of plant food was supplied, 
over the Bume crpp.s grown w'thout 
attention to their plaiitfood needM. 

(7) Suitable fertlUzers should b'» 
bought early. The farmer should have 
Buniclent time to study the needs of 
his farm before ordering his fertil- 
izers. He should also give time to 
the fertilizer agent to deliver tho ma 
terlal In good shape. When It Is re- 
celvpd It should be stored In a dry. 
cool place. 

(8) Fertilizers should be in good 
condition. If fertlllzera are not In 
good mechanical condition they cannot 
be evenly dlatrlbuted nor their value 
tested fairly. Fertilizers should be 
uniformly mixed, finely ground, dry 
and should bow avenly through the 
drill. 

The above aro some of the most 
Important things on which the farmer 
should be Informed. The office of the 
Middle West Soil Improvement Com- 
mittee, Chicago, U CBtabllshed primar- 
ily, to asBlBt the farmer In Juet such 
questions as the above. His InqulrlcB 
will have prompt and careful atten- 
tion.

pr6fitable. 

Mr. I.. R. Feeblea of Crawfords- 
.vllle. Ind.. saya that nine good farm- 
era In hla vicinity made an average 
gain of 15.9 bushelB of wheat per 
acre on land which they had fertil- 
ized, over- wheat which was grown 
without fertilizer. They used an 
average of nearly 175 pounds com- 
plete fertilizer per acre at a cost of 
about $3)fi0 per acre. 

It is surely good business to give 
the tiny wheat plant what It needa 
when It needs It. 

At the time of planting, very 
profitable results, have been gottea 
from supplying a couple hundred 
pounds per acre of a fertlllkor cariy- 
Ing 1 to 2 per cent, ammonia, !> to 12 
per cent phosphoric acid arid 2 to 3 
per cent, potash. This gives the 
young wheat plant an excellent start. 
In the spring. If the crop appears to 
have suffered from bad wintering 
conditions.. It has ben found . profit- 
able to apply a top dressing of 100 to 
200 pounds per aero of a, fertilizer 
carrying 3 to B per cent, ammonia. 6 
to 8 per cent, phosphoric add and 5 
to 7 per cent, potash. The available 
,nltrogen causes an, eTly vlgoroUB 
growth of the plant This forces the 
crop along sufficiently early to es- 
cape much ofthe ravlshoH of fungus 
dlseaseB and Insect pests. The-phoS' 
phorlc-acld. helps to maturo the plant 
early, and the potaah gives strength 
to tho stalk, and aealatB In the filling 
of the kernel; - ..^ , /
